On Wednesday, January 22, the Sac ra- 
mento State College chapter of the 
American Federation of Teachers, affili 
ated with the AFL-CIO, called upon faculty 
members and students here to support a 
Statewide 24-hour work stoppage. 

The union, which has local chapters 
on 16 of the 18 state college campuses 
in California, had threatened the previous 
week to realize the stoppage throughout 
the state 48 reprisals

members at Sar 
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January 15 the Student Senate had 
simply given blanket endorsement to 
efforts of the AIT “to focus attention... 
the many real problems facing education 
in the California State Colleges...” 

The Academic Senate on January 14 
had recommended faculty support ‘after 
suspension, dismissal or involuntary 
resignation of state college faculty for 
participation in a faculty strike in the 
state colleges."" 

On Friday, January 17, the AFT an- 
nounced (hat serious reprisals were indeed 
taking place against 25 to 30. striking 
faculty members on the San Jose campus. 
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\ fourteen part forum entitled ‘‘Issues 
In Contemporary Education’’ will be held 
on the SSC campus this semester. The 
purpose of the course is to develop an 
examination and thinking-through of the 
present situation in higher education, with 
special attention to the problems and 
choices facing California’s State Colleges 
today (see Hlornet editorial), 

Each of the weekly meetings will feature 
a pane! of speakers who will! bring to bear 
various pertinent bodies of information, 
analytical concepts and points of view. 
Panelists will include SSC faculty mem- 
bers, students and administrators, 
educators from other institutions, govern- 
ment officials concerned with higher 
education, members of the California 
legislature, and communit, leaders,

intention to use ‘only verbal persuasion’

On Jamary 1, in a public statement. 
Clark reiterated his intention to keep 
the campus open. Furthermore, he 
labeled the strike as “unrealistic’’ and 
“‘unfortunate.*’ 


Reiteration 


On January 16, after the strike had 
been in progress for some days, Clark 
again sent a memo to faculty members 
on his intended policy regarding absences 
due to the strike. 

He pointed out that Section 24311 of the 
Education Code provides that a state 
employee’s resignation is automatic if 
he is ‘“‘absent without leave... whether 
voluntary or involuntary, for five con- 
secutive working days...”’ 

In the memo ( lark repeated an earlier 
position that ‘the five-day regulation is 
unnecessarily punitive, and that it ought 
to be changed.’’ Furthermore, while 
remaining adamant in opposing the strike, 
Clark himself pointed out that given the 
critical shortage of new faculty available 
to the college ‘the severance of some 
persons from the faculty and the deter-

mination of salary losses for others who 
may nave been absent...may make our 
problem more difficult to resolve.’’ 

In accordance with the law, Clark 
requested that Academic Vice President 
Burns address a letter to faculty members 
who appear to be absent five consecutive 
days inviting them ‘‘to examine our rec- 
ords and, if our information is incorrect, 
to provide contrary evidence.’’ Moreover, 
Clark set up a three-man committee of 
two faculty members and one adminis- 
trator to insure that such evidence would 
be reviewed with due process. 

Four days later, on January 20, the 
letter from Burns went out. The Hornet 
has a copy of that letter on file. This 
letter was reported by many sources as 
being a letter of dismissal. It is not. 


No One Canned 


Explicit in that letter Burns states 
“This is not a letter of termination but 
merely a letter of invitation to help 
clarify facts.’’ 

That same day, January 20, Clark 
himself made a public statement. In 
that statement he publicly disclaimed 
reports in the press that the college had 
“‘fired’’ anyone. 

Reiterating his position he stated that 
“‘as a public official 1 must allow the law 
to take its course although | consider it 
unnecessarily punitive ...The action af 
the professors in withdrawing their ser- 
vices has brought the law into effect.’ 

Clark said that the only official action 
of the college was to report attendanee 
to the State Controller at the end of the 
month. This is a routine monthly pro- 
cedure before payroll checks are issued. 

A call this Wednesday to San Jose 
Information Director James Noah verified 
the documents in the hands of the Hornet. 
Noah went on to emphasize that, due to 
the difficulty in collecting and verifying. 
the college’s records, the college has 
been unable to date to file with state 
officials who would apply the law.

Butz Forum Reclaims 
Spirit Of Academia 


ISSUE: At a time when violece and division threaten the foundations 
of the American academy everywhere, how can Sacramento State 
College responsibly respond to calls for change? 























It is by now trite to restate that the American university is imperiled, 
Nevertheless it is true. An atmosphere of fear and suspicion more and 
more keynote the academic scene. 

Increasingly the cause of change on campus is thoughtless action 
called forth by unforeseen circumstances, To the shame of our intellec- 
tual institutions, thoughtful inquiry becomes less significant in 
determining the direction of institutional change. To study a campus 
problem has become for many synonymous with forestalling solution. 
To ‘‘take under consideration’’ more often means to administratively 
suppress, 


Displacing Confrontation 


Serious violence has not yet come to Sacramento State College. 
The nature of the student body, older and more assimilated into the 
surrounding society than most, is as much the cause of our rather 
abnormal quietude as are certain actions of campus administrators, 
Whatever the reason, we have the time that others have unwittingly 
lost. Thought and meaningful communication must proceed and hopefully 
displace any confrontation, 

It is for this reason that The State Hornet enthusiastically backed 
in November the idea of a campus-wide convocation on academic 
crisis and the departmental convocations that resulted, Likewise we 
lend strong support to the efforts of the Committee on Campus Crisis 
that steered the convocations and is now considering the resultant 
departmental reports and action recommendations. 

Continuing in this line, The State Hornet commends the efforts 
of SSC Academic Vice President Otto Butz and the Academic Senate 
to commit a fourteen part open forum this semester to ‘‘Issues In 
Contemporary Higher Education’’ (see story and schedule on page one 
of today’s Hornet). 

We have hopefully begun on this campus a tradition of effective 
action the fruit not of unplanned confrontation and hatred but of thought- 
ful examination, The planned Monday night forums, we feel, is in 
this tradition. We strongly endorse them, We would persuade not only 
the SSC campus but also the outside community to take advantage of 
them. 


AFT: Incautious Action 


ISSUE: The American Federation of Teachers called for a 24-hour 
work stoppage at Sacramento State College on January 22, Given the 
inherem danger of confrontation politics in a democratic society, did 
not the SSC chapter of the AFT fal! short of their responsibility in 
providing adequate information? 








In a time of great social pressures and upheaval as we are now 
experiencing, emotion often takes the place of reality and sloganism 
the place of rational discourse, Creative cooperation is easily sup- 
planted by demands for unthinking conformity. 

The State Hornet joined the Academic Senate and the Student Senate 
in supporting the principles of the voluntary 24-hour work stoppage 
called for by the statewide AFT. This support was given in realization 
of the obvious problems in our California higher education system. 
We concurred with those who felt that the growing crisis demanded 
some symbolic confrontation to display to the unaware that academic 
decay was indeed rampant. 


Impetus For Stoppage 


This crisis was the stated purpose of the stoppage as we understood 
it. The occasion, however, was the alleged firing of 25 to 30 faculty 
members at San Jose State College. They were participating ina 
sympathy strike on their own campus for striking AFT members at 
San Francisco State College, The approval of both Senates explicitly 
hinged on this alleged reprisal. 

Information recently received by the Hornet, however, indicates that 
the reported firings at SJSC did not actually take place, (See story-front 
page), Striking members of the faculty were asked by the Academic 
Vice President at San Jose to file absence records with the administra- 
tion, State law requires that such records be made out regularly. 
Investigation by the Hornet, furthermore, shows that the striking 
professors have still not been officially fired fromthe San Jose faculty. 

This information was not generally known, thoughSanJose Vresident 
Robert Clark announced his intention to the strikers fully four days 
before he ordered the letters written, 

The State Hornet does not question the integrity of the SSC chapter 
of AFT, We do feel, however, given the tension of our time, that the 
AFT incautiously defaulted those students and faculty members who 
supported the work-stoppage here, 

lo call for such serious action, the 
responsibility, The failure of the local

Dr, Lapp was 
appointed Assistant Director of 
the Argonne National Laboratory 
in 1946 and a year later he joined

He also acted as 
head of nuclear physics for the 
Office of Naval Research in 1949. 
Then he established his own com- 
pany Nuclear Science Service in 
Washington, D.C, Dr. Lapp is cur- 
rently a senior member of 
Quadri-Science, Inc. where he is 
associated with Professor Harold 
C, Urey and other distinguished 
scientists, 

As an author, Dr. Lapp has 
written a dozen books which cover 
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he has authored such technical 
books as “Nuclear Radiation 
Physics” and ‘‘Radiation.’’ He 
covers the space field in ‘‘Man 
And Space.” His ‘‘Atoms And 
People,” ‘The New Force” and 
“Roads To Discovery” were 
written to interest teenagers in 
science and to inform adults on 
the meaning of the atom, Dr. 
Lapp’s ‘‘Kill And Overkill’”’ proved 
to be a best-selling, powerful 
indictment of U.S, defense policy.

Science fiction--the nigger of 
the literary world. 

Segregated from ‘‘proper fic- 
tion’, it is housed in out of the 
way portions of bookstores where 
most ‘‘decent people’’ won’t be 
bothered with it. And woe be he who 
buys a book of science fiction. 
He is greeted by his associates 
with a sneering ‘‘You really read 
that stuff?’’ Only occasionally does 
a work of science fiction rise from 
the ghetto of its name and gain 
respect from the critics, 

This description of science 
fiction, however, is no longer fully 
accurate. Over the years science 
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fiction finaiiy has achieved a place 
in literature not wholly reserved 
for trash, The reason for this 
change is due to a few works 
which have demonstrated that 
science fiction can be and is a 
valid literary forum for the ex- 
pression of new ideas and concepts 
about man and his world. 

Examining these works is the 
objective of the class ‘Science 
Fiction as a Vehicle for Art” 
being offered for the second 
semester, The class, part of the 
Experimenta! College program, is 
offered Tuesdays and Thursdays, 
1:10-2 p.m, in Education 135. 

The purpose of the class, says 
chief instructor Vincent Kohler, 
is ‘‘to show by example that science 
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fiction is more than the green 
Zorkis versus Earth,”’ 

‘Science fiction’’ says Kohler, 
‘‘is a medium perfectly suited to 
the writer who has something to 
say. In fact, almost every great 
American author from Hawthorne 
to the present time - including 
writers such as Melville, Heming- 
way and Faulkner - have written 
science fiction,’’ 


Although the class wili not be 
reading Hemingway, they will read 
works whose literary merits are 
indisputed among those fewcritics 
who have bothered with them. 


“Our object is not to make 
science fiction fans out of the 
students,’’ Kohler says, ‘‘but 
rather to show them that science 
fiction is not a special, limited 
prose form but merely another 
of the many forms.”’ 

Conducted on an open-seminar 
basis, the class is offered without 
credit, free of charge.

Succumbs At Texas Home 


Word has been received from 
Commerce, Texas, of the death of 
Jacob Fuller, assistant professor 
of law enforcement at SSC, who

A native of Commerce, Fuller 
was 55 years old at the time of 
his death.

Fuller, who joined the SSC fac- 
ulty in 1966, was a veteran of nearly 
a@ quarter century as a special 
agent with the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, He first joined the 
Bureau in August, 1939, and served 
until May, 1946. Following ‘wo 
years asa private attorney inCom- 
merce, he returned to the FBI 
in August, 1948, and continued with 
that agency until July, 1965. 

While associated with the FBI,

WASHINGTON —- During the 
spring of 1969 the Peace Corps 
will train 1,465 volunteers for 
service in 25 of the 59 nations 
where volunteers are at work. 
This represents an increase of 
300 more openings than were 
available during the same training 
cycle in 1968. 

These volunteers are needed to 
work in 55 programs in such 
varied job areas as agriculture, 
education, health, cooperatives, 
fisheries and community develop- 
ment.

Disorders At Colleges 


Prompt Crackdown 


Several bills aimed at putting 
tighter controls on university and 
state college demonstrators have 
been put in the hoppers of the 
Assembly and Senate in the early 
days of the 1969 legislative ses- 
sion, 

Here is a brief digest of some 
of them, The author and bill number 
are listed in parentheses. 

Interference with discipline or 
good conduct on a campus by a 
person who is not a pupil of the 
school would be guilty of a ‘‘public 
offense’ rather than a mis- 
demeanor, Fines up to $500 and 
imprisonment in county jail for 
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comparable equipment. 









up to six months would be applic- 
able for more than one 
conviction, (SB65 Whetmore). 

Appointees to the state college 
board of trustees would have to 
be confirmed by a two-thirds vote 
of the Senate and, after 1970, be 
reconfirned by the same vote 
when completing a four-year term, 
(SB48 Richardson), 

A president of a state college 
would be allowed to declare a 
‘state of emergency’’ on campus 
if adisruption of normal operations 
occurs or is threatened. The 
president, after doing so, would 
be able to restrict access to a 
campus, (SB56 Harmer), 

Employees at state colleges 
would be dismissed if a hearing 
produced evidence that they dis- 
rupted or aided in disrupting the 
instructional program on any 
campus, (SB20 Harmer). 

Stuients of a state co:'ege would 
be place on probation - not to 
exceed 12 months - for ‘‘disorder- 
ly, unethical, vicious or immoral 
conduct’”’ on campus or the theft 
or destruction of campus property, 
(AB123 Wakefield), 

Dismissal] of college employees 
for participating in or inciting any 
strike or boycott would be author- 
ized. (AB20 Wilson), 

College trustees would be dis- 
missed from office if they failed 
to attend three consecutive meet- 
ings or missed 25 per cent of all 
meetings in one year, (ABI88 
Wakefield),

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Commentary 


Arbitrary Power 


Last year, in a rare moment of candor, one of the San Juan 
District’s principals told a group of students and teachers that he 
and most other principals were not concerned with obeying laws, 
but rather with observing ‘political realities.’’ Anyone preparing 
to become a high school teacher needs to understand fully the political 
realities to which he referred. 

The first reality to understand is that, in general, school ad- 
ministrators are among the least tolerant members on the staff. 
They tend to see every difference of opinion or taste as a problem 
to be resolved. The slighest deviation from their lower-middle class 
norms is looked upon as an imminent threat to constitited authority, 

But the ‘‘authority” that they are so alert to uphold is not the 
authority that is vested in them by the state legislature or by the gov- 
erning boards. Often as not, it is simply an authority that they 
attribute to themselves to their own rank, status and age, Thus, when 
a dispute arises on the campus, it is not resolved by the application 
of law, policy, or reason; it is resolved by a simple determination 
of which party to the dispute has the superior rank or status, Authority 
becomes a matter of position rather than a matter of principle. It 
makes no difference if the party with the superior rank or position 
is acting irrationally or illegally. He must be upheld--so their argu- 
ment goes--for to give in to a subordinate would unleash the forces of 
chaos, and anarchy would gain a toe-hold and an eventual victory, 
Hence, school government has become not a government by law, but 
rather a government by men--and probably by the most fear-ridden 
and least educated men on the high schooi staffs. 

Psychologists tell us that a common form of perversion in society 
is a compulsive need to dominate and submit, Sadism and masochism 
they call it. Surely this is the political reality to which the principal 
referred: the wholesome tendencies to tolerate human differences are 
being perverted into a scheme of dominance and submission that meets 
the needs of the educational establishment, but not the needs of the 
students, Many administrators view every human difference not as an 
opportunity to exercise tolerance but as an opportunity to enhance their 
status by compelling students to submit and conform. 

The pattern is becoming quite evident, The students raise an issue 
with the administration, The administrators, instead of dealing with 
the issue, seek immediate and uncritical support from the adult 
community by yelling such emotional catch-words as ‘‘hippie,’’ 
‘‘anarchist,”’ ‘‘nihilist,’’ ‘‘Commie,’’ and so on. Before long the 
community has been polarized into two armed camps--the adults 
against the students, the strong against the weak. Once this has 
happened, the administrators are quite safe from any dispassionate 
review of the original issue. 

One example of this dynamic in operationisDr. Rafferty’s recently 
launched crusade against lawlessness upon our high school campuses, 
What seems to be missing in Dr. Rafferty’s position is the rea.ization 
that most of the lawlessness on our school campuses is being committed 
not by the students but by the staffmembers. Moreover, he apparently 
doesn’t realize that most high school student protestors are protesting 
in support of values to which the adult community already subscribes, 

Clamping down on students is not going to restore law and order to 
our campuses, The most effective teaching is by. example, And we 
cannot expect students to respect law and order and authority until 
school administrators are shorn of the enormous powers that they 
have taken upon themselves by virtue of their position, and are made 
to realize that any authority worthy of respect must be vested in law, 
policy and reason, A close lookat any high school disorder will indicate 
that administrators have been exercising their so-called descretionary 
power in an irrational and illegal manner, Not until 4 majority of 
adults insist that teachers and administrators behave rationally and 
legally will we restore lawandorder--and with it justice in the highest 


manner--to our high school campuses,

Given the plethora of articles 
about student unrest that leap at 
us from the pages of daily papers, 
newsmagazines, Sunday supple- 
ments, and journals of opinion, it 
seems almost brash to venture 
another written word on the 
subject. 

One feature of many (I do not 
say all) such treatments, however, 
has come to worry me a good deal, 
It is the tendencey to simplify 
what are in fact exceedingly 
complex and differentiated pro- 
blems of present-day university 
life. Evidence of this rage to 
simplify shows up in the ease with 
which many writers who ought to 
know better lump all colleges and 
universities together as though 
they shared, with only slight 
variations, the same adminis- 
trative structures, the same social 
compositions and — here’s where 
the fun begins — the same faults 
and weaknesses, 

All human institutions have 
their flaws and vulnerabilities, but 
they are not all the same flaws or 
uniform vulnerabilities. It does not 
help anyone’s understanding of a 
given case to assume that the 
stakes have been the same in 
French and in Czechoslovakian 
univer sities, or that after Berkeley 
and Columbia, it is clear just 
what Yale or Chicago or the 
University of Minnesota is in for. 
It might be convenient for the 
editorialists with only limited 
space if colleges and universities 
were that nearly uniform; but 
it would also be deadly dull, and 
in any case, it just isn’t so, 

A related and to my mind even 
more serious case of distortion 
through simplification afflicts 
those who are willing to see 
‘student unrest’ itselfasa single, 
easily grasped phenomenon, about 
which we can argue as we might 
over a cohesive drama or a unified 
work of architecture, Glib 
generalizations breed their own 
species of confusion and mis- 
understanding. If one deplores, 
as I most emphatically do, the 
eagerness of some of our most 
vocal youth to see the world in 
terms of emotionally satisfying but 
intellectually worthless stereo- 
types — ‘‘the Establishment,’’ 
‘radical concern versus liberal 
moral neatrality,’’ ‘‘government- 
university complicity’’ are only 
a few such — one must just as 
firmly deny himself the use of 
cant terms in talking or thinking 
about even the young people who 
rejoice in such language, not to 
mention the many more young 
people who rejoice in such 
language, not to mention the many 
more young people who do not, 

What I propose to do in these 
few pages is to ask and ajtempt 
briefly to answer a series of 
questions which may at first seem 
only to complicate the issues but 
which can in the long run, I believe, 
help to increase the clarity, the 
sympathy, the good humor, the 
firmness, and the sense of shared 
responsibility, all of which are 


badly needed as we confront this 
part of the troubled American 
scene, 

Here are the questions: 

(D If there is no single ‘‘ student 
problem,’’ how many different 
problems, of what orders of mag- 
nitude and intensity, need to be 


recognized within the general 
pattern of unrest on today’s 
campuses? 

(2) What can faculties and 


their administrations do to meet 
these problems, without selling 


out the ideal of educational freedom 
to the bigotry of zealots, whether 
from the Right or Left or Under- 


(3) Just bow bad are things? 
Once we have sorted out levels 
and categori¢s of problems, have 
we any grounds for optimism about 
the university’s ability to deal with 
any or all cf them? 

(4) Apart from whatever 
success may be achieved in 
avoiding disruption, responding to 
sensible proposals for change, and 
maintaining the notion that 
education is worth more than any 
riot, how much danger is there that 
the university and college com- 
waunity will emerge from this time 
of troubles with its structure and 
its underlying values twisted or 
permanently damaged’? 

(5) And finally, if one finds 
that there is a danger of such 
damage, what can he — and here 
I speak especially to the individual 
professor — do to help counteract 
it? 


Circles of Unrest 


As to the first point, the 
structural variety of student un- 
rest, let me suggest a method of 
analysis that considers suchunrest 
in terms of a series of concentric

circles. kt is a method that does 
not assume that all students are 
unhappy all the time. But it does 
permit us to perceive differing 
degrees of diffusion and also of 
intensity in such unhappiness 
as does exist. Furthermore, 
visualizing the circles as 
concentric helps to explain why 
students who fall within the inner 
ones share the discontents felt 
by all those in the outer, plus 
some additional aims and impulses 
not shared by everyone in the 
larger configurations. 

The largest circle encompasses 
those, and they are many, who in 
one form or another § are 
experiencing the pains of growing 
up, intellectually, socially, in many 
cases physically, while in college, 
a place of challenges, moments of 
both exhilaration and dis- 
couragement, and the competitive 
tension which no faculty could 
impose on the young with anything 
like the rigor youth itself brings 
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to comparative judgments of in- 
dividuals. At this level, student 
unrest is nothing new. Is there 
anyone capable of reading these 
words who has not felt it, shared 
in it some time or other? This 
does not mean that problems of 
maturing are a negligible factor, 
but it does mean that they are pre- 
sumably part of life itself and that 
to disapprove of their manifold 
expressions has about as much 
meaning as would criticism of, say, 
the Pacific Ocean. 

The second circle, which at 
times, I admit, seems to contain 
all students in the first, is never- 
the less more limited by temporal 
circumstances. It finds its being 
in the particular malaise of the 
1960’s, not exactly a gay decade 
for anyone, young or old. The 
thought-benumbing blows of suc- 
cessive assassinations, the equally 
tragic though more compre- 
hensible crisis of the cities, 
the growing bitterness of the poor

amid the self-congratulations of 
affluence, the even greater 
bitterness of black Americans, 
rich or pocr, for whom American 
society seems to combine legal 
equality with actual caste 
discrimination — all of these 
torments of our day have hit 
thoughtful young people with 
peculiar force. This is not only 
because youth is a timeof extreme 
vulnerability to grief and frus- 
tration, as well as a time of 
impatient, generous sympathy for 
the underdog, but also because 
young people know that they will 
have to live far longer than their 
elders with the results of the 
assassinations and with the 
demands of militant (most students 
appear to believe justly militant) 
underprivileged groups. 


Vietnam Criticism 


The war in Vietnam deserves 
a word of separate comment. 
Though the second circle of un- 
happiness with the events and con- 
ditions of the 1960s would exist

only 21 ays, 
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even if America were not mired in 
the jungles of Southeast Asia, | 
am personally convinced that the 
war pumps in an element which 
is simply different in kind from 
anything else exciting student 
opposition to things as they are. 
Without it, we should have 
criticism of older people and es- 
tablished institutions, criticism 
much of which would be sharp 
and some of which would doubt- 
less be raucous; but with the 
war, we have ai! of that envenomed 
by a sense which can only be 
described as one of horror. It 
is the war, and | believe the war 
alone — fought by conscripts and 
for stated aims its methods seem 
to mock -—— which ieads so many 
students to charge America as a 
whole with the cruelty which might 
otherwise be attributed to the in- 
dividual murderers of great men 
and humble civil rights workers. 

To dismiss the depth of student 
feeling on this issue as a kind of 
sublimation of unadmitted cowar- 
dice makes no sense whatever. 
If it is foolish to suggest that 


a perfect size/

some genetic miracle has suddenly 
produced a generation of un- 
precedented wisdom and moral 
purity — and that is obviously so 
foolish that many students who like 
to needle us with the possibility 
can scarcely do so. without 
a sheepish grin — it is equally 
foolish to think that cowardice has 
broken out in the nation, or to 
Say that “‘since we had to fight 
Hitler, why can’t they see that 
they must save America from Ho 
Chi Minh?’ Yet the question of 
courage would exist for present- 
day college students, even if their 
elders all had the good sense not 
to sneer. It is a question students 
put to themselves; and I! think 
it not misleading to suggest that 
some aspects of campus demon- 
Strations, the defiance of authority, 
the challenge to arrest and pro- 
secution — in short some of the 
things which are hardest for older 
Americans to accept — are rooted 
at least partly in the pressing 
need many of the demonstrators 
feel to show themselves, and us, 
that they are not afr: id of danger 


as such, that they wil! take risks 
for a cause they think is just. 
One can in particular cases dispute 
their judgment and even their 


definition of justice, but one cannot 
without imperiling comprehension 
deny the force of this need.

prises a variety of separate groups 
of dissenters whose interests 
occasionally overlap but whose dif- 
fering complaints are not im- 
possible to sort out. These include 
the militant black power advocates 
within universities (whom many 
other biack students donot support 
but whom almost none of the latter 
would cpeniy denounce); the more 
doctrinaire advocates of ‘‘ student 
power,”’ as a campaign not just 
to effect specific reforms but to 
alter the fundamenta! distribution 
of roles and responsibilities inthe 
university; and the most resent- 
ful elements among graduate 
teaching fellows or _ teaching 
who not unnaturally 
press to have their status as 
teachers elevated and their status 
as students de-emphasized. 

There are many other militant 
factions, but these three must 
suffice for purposes of illustration. 
Sometimes, as | they may 
attempt to cooperate, but co- 
operation is not easy. The graduate 
teaching fellow who seeks to be 
more honored and better paid as 
a teacher is scarcely the natural 
ally of the proponent of student 
power, and eventhe most embattled 
spokesmen of black students at 
present seem inclined to go it 
alone. (Last spring I heard one 
of the latter observe succinctly 
that “one thing we don’t need is 
a bunch of guilt-ridden suburb- 
anites around our necks.’’) In 
any case, it is worth emphasizing 
that the groups making up this 


say, 


third circle almost without ex- 
ception stop short of attacking the 
university in all its aspects. They 
want to change it, obviously, but 
just as obviously, its survival as 
a center of power and influence 
is essential to their own strivings 
for advancement. 

With the fourth, most restricted 
circle, we arrive at that segment 
of the student body whose behavior 
is most consciously provocative 
and who provide newspaper and 
television cameramen and re- 
porters with their most prized 
material. Even here, I would 
make one fina! distinction. This 
fourth circle, it seems to me, 
should be restricted to the avowed 
“wreckers,’’ but it must provide 
room for differing motives. In 
addition to politically doctrinaire 
revolutionaries, we also con- 
front — and we ought to say so 
frankly — a scattering of students 
who seem to be motivated by little 
more than mischief, a quality some 
of our most solemn pundits seem 
to me quite consistently to under- 
estimate. We also confront — and 
again, this needs to be said clearly, 
though not without sympathy — the 
desperate, resentful impulse of a 
sad handful of individuals who could 
not make the grade as students and 
believe they have no recourse but 
to prove that it is they who’ve 
been right all along, the victims of 
a worthless system, 

The politically significant part 
of the “‘wreckers’ circle’’ does,

Just to Wreck

Not Complete 


My series of concentric rings, 
like any other schematic analysis, 
is open to any number of 
modifications and objections on 
the part of people who would order 
differently t®e several elements 
in the situation. Certainly I donot 
pretend to have included every such 
element, let alone every nuance. 
The important thing, however, 
seems to me to agree on some 
recognition that there are separate 
elements. If one does not do at 
least that much, then he falls into 
the danger of treating all student 


dissent, across the board, as 
though it expressed the aims 
and the ideology of extreme 


revolutionaries, who infact remain 
a tiny minority. That would be 
unjust in concept and unhelpful 
in practice. The other danger of 
a monolithic approach might be 
the opposite suggestion, namely, 
that because a vast majority of 
dissenting students are not bent 
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on creating general chaos, there 
are no elements of mischief or 
nihilism at all in the compound, 
That too would be both naive and 


inaccurate, at least in most of 
the cases about which I know 
anything. 


This breakdown into circles of 
motives and membership | have 
developed at some length, for ! 
know it may not be easily accepted 
by man) readers inside or out- 
side the academic community. If 
the need for some such basis is 
acknowledged, however, the an- 
swer to the other four questions 
with which I began come rather 
quickly and can be briefly stated. 


What Can Be Done? 


Thus, to the query ‘What canbe 
done about student unrest”?’’ let me 
reply that we mst go on trying 
to deal with its several sources 
in several different ways, trying 
not to overreact but to meet each 
complaint or demand in terms 
which our constituents will recog- 
nize neither repressive nor 
supine, but responsive. To the 
uneasy young adult of the first, 
largest circle we must go on 
offering, and seeking to improve, 
the advice and help of proctors, 
of masters and tutors inthe 
residential Houses, of instructors 
and section men within specific 
courses, and of more technicalls 
trained staff members of the 
Bureau of Study Counse!. When 
still more professional attention 
is required, the University Health 
Services wil! as in the past offer 
their medical, including psy- 
chiatric, expertise. The tech- 
niques of counseling at al! levels 
are still far from perfect, but in 
my own 20 years as a college 


as 


teacher I have seen them win more 
attention and acquire more sophis- 





tication with each passing year. 
Communication can always be im- 
proved, and we must keep working 
at it; but to say that in a present- 
day American college or university 
the student cannot talk to anyone 
is pure poppycock. It may be 
easier for him in some institutions 
and harder in others, but in none 
known to me is it impossible, 


Second Circle 


For the second circle, the 
students most worried by the 
issues of the day, we can and do 
offer the chance to discuss those 
issues in anaimost limitless range 
of situations: in the classroom 
in various sponsored group 
meetings, in wholly informal, and 
generally nocturnal, bull sessions. 
B nd that, I think students have 
come to realize more and more, 


especially in just the last few 
months, that college faculties 
and administrations do not 


constitute uncritical pillars of un- 
animous support for public policies 
young people want to hear 
challenged and debated. 


Third Circle 


\s for the third circle, that of 


specific “‘interest groups,’’ we 
must seek, again, to speak 
to each in its own terms. We 
shal! continue to engage black 


students in the search for qualified 
candidates for admission back in 
their home communities and inthe 
planning of courses, both formal 
and informal, having to do with 
the experience of Afro- Americans, 
including their ancestral roots in 
Africa itself; but we must reject 
the notion of guaranteed quotas of 
black students or staff, as we have 
resisted past demands for other, 


essentially negative, ethnic quotas. 
To the proponents of ‘student 
power,’’ we shall continue to offer 
the chance to make their case for 
student representation on various 
faculty committees; but we need 
not surrender the very concept of 
differentiation of roles as among 
governing boards, faculty mem- 
bers, and students. As for dis- 
gruntied teaching fellows, we 
adjust pay scales (as Harvard has 
just done this fall) when we can 
be shown the clear need to do so 
and when we can afford it. Forthe 
rest, many departments have 
shown an increasing sensitivity to 
the problems’ of their graduate 
students who are spending two or 
three years as apprentice teachers 
while enroute to the Ph.D, Such 
advanced graduate students can, 
and I think will, be drawn in- 
creasingls into discussions of 
serious pedagogical matters. 


School Will Keep 


For what | have portrayed as 
the narrowest cirlce, the mischief- 


makers and their solemn fellow- 
revolutionaries, we have tried to 
make clear that, like al! other 


students, they have the right to be 
heard and that we wii! defend them 
as individuals against 
aimed simply at their 

On the other hand, without wanting 
to predict just what action would 
be taken in any of a long series 
of hypothetical, and wholly un- 
predictable, situations, we need to 
identify at least two kinds of 
behavior that cannoi be toleraicd 
in an educational community. The 
first is obstruction of the teaching 
and learning process itself, 
whether inclassrooms or libraries

In short, school 
is going to keep. The second 
kind of behavior which must be 
recognized as egregious, in the 
most literal sense, is that which 
Violates the civil rights, including 
the free movement, of other indi- 
Viduals.

Skeptical 


Finally on this count, let me 
simply point out what I imagine 
all of us have known at one time 
or another but may on occasion 
have forgotten, namely, that most 
students, most of the time, are 
skeptical of apodictic statements 
and apocalyptic visions. They do 
not believe everything they hear 
from their parents or from 
politicians, from professors or 
from deans, but neither do they 
believe everything they hear from 
each other. At their best, they 
strike me as better able to cut 
through pompous jargon and un- 
proven claims than are certain of 
their elders who hover over them 
in a mixture of apprehension and 
solicitude. 


Long-term Damage? 


Let me conclude by pulling to- 
gether the last. two questions I 
asked at the outset. Are there 
any dangers of long-term damage 
to the quality of the universities 
in this country, growing out of 
recent events and the present 
atmosphere’ And if there are, 
what can we do right now to re- 
duce that danger’ So far as grounds 
for fear are concerned, I am not 
sure that there are any I would 
confidently set against the 
corresponding chance that out 
of the turmoil will come some 
long-term gains. However, I

Role Blurring 


One would be the blurring, all 
across the cuuntry, of the recog- 
nition by college and university 
faculties of their own absolutely 
pivotal role in dealing with student 
unrest. I know of no case of a 
major blow-up in a university 
where a fraction of the faculty had 
not contributed to the trouble by 
fudging the issues, whether moral, 
legal or simply rational. Perhaps 
still more ominous, however, has 
been the evidence that in some of 
these cases a somewhat larger part 
of the faculty involved viewed the 
crisis as none of its business. 
Where the line separating 
“administration’’ from “the 
faculty’’ is very sharp, this danger 
is particularly acute; where it 
is less sharp, it seems to me 
that there has been less trouble, 
But everywhere, there lingers the 
possibility that faculty members, 
who in the last analysis must give 
corporate sense and contimity to 
a college, will fall back instead 
on their right to teach what they 
please, do their research, and 
leave the affairs of the institution 
to those of their younger colleagues 
who ‘‘seem to get along better with 
the students.’’

inteliectualism, a concern with 
strong, reputedly visceral mora! 
impulses, which may be admirable 
in themselves but do not 
alone qualify anyone to call himself 
an educated man. It is perfectly 
obvious that the ‘“‘intellectual’’ 
approach to any topic is not the 
only possible one, that faith, 
aesthetic taste, even mysticism 
and intuition may add to the findings 
of a disciplined mind, But the 
intellectual approach is _ the 
business of colleges and univer- 
sities, and neither students nor 
faculty members should fool them- 
selves that they can express con- 
tempt for it without repudiating the 
very interests that presumably 
brought them together. Words like 
*“concern,’’ ‘‘sincerity,’’ ‘‘com- 
mitment,’’ “bias in favor of 
good causes,”’ all have a pleasant 
sound and connotation, but if they 
were to be put up in opposition 
to ‘“‘clarity,’’ ‘‘comprehensive- 
ness,’’ and “accuracy of infor- 
mation,’’ then I would wonder what 
really was left to be discussed 
in an academic community. 


Curious Reticence 


What can we do about out present 
tensions and our possible dangers’ 
Here, since no one can justly 
commit his colleagues to what they 
must do, I can only say what I 
intend to do. On the one hand, 


I shall go on encouraging the ac- 
ceptance of faculty responsibility 
for the hardest, because most cen- 
tral, decisions we have to take, 
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including when necessary the dis- 
tasteful business of discipline. Far 
more important, however, I 
propose to try to overcome in 
myself, as I hope many other 
faculty members will in them- 
selves, the curious reticence which 
the liberal academic has long 
shown with respect to the positive 
values he knows very well are 
central to his as to many other 
professions and, indeed, to the 
survival of any academic com- 
munity at all. Because academic 
freedom has tended to be defined 
primarily in negative terms, as 
demands and assurances that 
certain kinds of self-expression 
will not be interfered with, it is 
now potentially vulnerable to 
challenges by some (blessedly few) 
individuals in the university com- 
munity who will use it in their 
own defense but scorn it as a 
right of everyone else in that 
community. Even if that were not 
so, the fact that we have been so 
much on the defensive in meeting 
loud, specific demands for actio: 
without regard to that action’s 
implications for freedom, in- 
dicates some things have not been 
getting said as clearly as they 
should have.

I believe explicitly, and shall 
say so whenever I am asked, that 
the university is not only an over- 


arching institution at one extreme 


and a collection of thousands of 
individual human beings at the 
other but also, and very im- 
portantly, a maze of sub-com- 
munities — departments, musical 
and dramatic societies, social and 
social service clubs, athletic 
teams, houses and dormitories, 
faculty committees, student com- 
mittees, mixed committees — in 
short that it cannot and must 
not be turned into a mish-mash, 
a theoretically undifferentiated 
horde of people more or less con- 
tinuously engaged in plebiscites 
on poorly understood questions. 


Gut Issues 


Even in this age of concern 
and advocacy, | believe, and shall 
go on saying, that the search for 
objectivity is an essential part 
of the search for knowledge; and 
that while no man can be wholly 
unbiased, the effort to recognize 
and then to reduce bias is one of 
the nobiest exercises of the human 
mind. Noble enough, I might add, 





















so that the seundest and mo 
generous approach even to a ‘‘g 
issue” cannot be divorced fron 
that effort. 

Lastly, I believe firmly 
explicitly that there can be n 
special rules for anyone, wha 
ever his claim to mo 
superiority and ‘commitment, 
at the expense of anyone else 
Vehemence is no substitute fo 
equity; and if we yield to demand 
for special rules, he who now d 
mands them might well one day tu 
out to be their victim. That’ 
how cards can come up, eve 
or perhaps especially — from 
stacked deck.

Communication, perhaps. A 
relationship between human be- 
ings. The most perfect form of 
relationship — one that transcends 
the mind and lets you feel rather 
than think, 

If there has been any direction 
in the synthesis of modern music, 
that direction has been that of 
intensification of the relationship 
between performer and audience. 
Why does the Grateful Dead’s new 
album have a short section that 
says, ‘Come on, everybody, get 
up and dance?’’ Why does the 
Jefferson Airplane prefer a hail 
where there are no seats? Why 
does Archie Shepp encourage 
people to move their bodies to his 
improvisations? 

In a real sense, dancing helps 
to create the music of these per- 
formers. They are interested in 
response, reaction, spontaneous 
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feeling. They want emotion rather 
than intellect, 

It isn’t surprising, in light of 
this most recent development, to 
see that jazz does not reach so 
many people, Young whites are 
drawn less to quiet meditation 
now than their parents were, Even 
this generation contrasts sharply 
with the beats of a few years ago. 
The beat trademark was a coffee- 
house with TABLES and CHAIRS, 
The hip landmark is a hall, large 
enough to hold all the people it can 
possibly hold, a hal) where people 
dance. 


Jazz, it was once said, became 
unpopular as soon as people 
stopped dancing to it. Not precisely 
true, but nonetheless, something 
(called the intellect) entered into 
jazz and made it a music to be 
listened to and _ understood, 
Suddenly everyone was acclaiming 
Dave Brubeck because “he makes 
you use your mind,” Hendrix 
makes people lose their minds. 

So white kids went to rock as 
soon as Presley moved his body. 
And jazz followed, The New Jazz 
or New Music defied the concepts 
upon which intellectual jazz was 
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Pop Music: It’s Turning Into A Love-In 


based. It refused to be limited, 
to let an artificial structure come 
between the emotions of the per- 
former and the ears of the listener, 
And Emotion became as important 
as form, 

Rock, in its own way, began 
as an experiment in violence, 
Violence that was implicitly and 
explicitly sexual. It quickly ab- 
sorbed sorrow and fear from blues, 
and gained incredible potency in 
the hands of engineers, sound men 
and amplifiers capable of creating 
earth tremors. Space in which to 
breathe was added through jazz ~ 
improvisations made it possible 
to get into things because the things 
got deeper. 

It’s happening everywhere, 
There are no real jazz musicians 
or rock musicians or folk musi- 
cians, or even black musicians 
and white musicians, In the end 
there are only human beings trying 
to make a contact that will pass 
by the mind and touch the heart. 


That’s what synthesis is all 
about, brother, That’s why John 
Coltrane died, Not enough people 
would put down their thoughts and 
open their arms.

Study Center Seeks Tutors 


For The Underprivileged 


Throughout the Sacramento 
area there are thousands of stu- 
dents with little chance to receive 
personal attention with their school 
work. SSC students can help them 
by becoming volunteer tutors in 
one of 37 neighborhood study cen- 
ters located in schools, churches 
and other facilities throughout 
Sacramento’s low-income neigh- 
borhoods. 

Tutors serve one to two hours, 
once a week for a full semester. 
Wherever possible, students will 
be placed in the study center they 
request, with the age group they 
prefer. Tutors do not have to be 
future teachers or social workers. 
The only special qualification is 
a genuine willingness to help, 
according to directors of the pro- 
gram. 

The project, now in its sixth 
year, is funded by the local anti- 
povery program and is co- 
Ordinated by the Community 
Welfare Council, Although there 
were more than 300 Sacramento 
State College student tutors last 


semester, hundreds more are 
needed. Thousands of children 
could not participate in a study 


center last semester due to the 
lack of tutors. Interested stu-
